This is an excellent illustra- 
tion of Soviet mentality and 
propaganda. When David grows 
up and has children of his own 
he can look at it and comfort 
himself when his own children 
go through the cowboy craze. 

The cowboy is the folk hero 
of American childhood, and, for 
that matter, of many American 
adults. Nor is the cow poke an 
unworthy folk hero. He is a 
symbol of freedom and inde- 
pendence and a life devoid of 
regimented, conforming cares. 
For him the horizon was unlim- 
ited, save maybe for an occa- 
sional butte or mesa intruding 
itself. He is a symbol of the 
“independent man’’—now unhap- 
pily dying out in the Republic. 


‘Good and Bad’ 


The cowboy also is for today’s 
youth a symbol of the differ- 
ence betweer “good’’ and 
“bad.”” As the cowboy film be- 
gins to roll on the movie or TV 
screens, the _ uninitiated late- 
comers quickly will have identj- 
fied for them which are “the bad 
ones” alid the ‘‘good ones.”’ Once 
I escorted a pride of young lions 
to see a screen version of ‘Julius 
Caesar.’’ Hardiy had the conspir- 
ators been introduced when @ 
sleeve was pulled and the ques- 
tion was put me, ‘Which are 
the bad ones and which are the 
good ones?’’ Once identified they 
settled down tc see the bad ones 
bite the dust. They were a mite 
disturbed when the bad ones did 
Caesar to death in the bloody 
scene in the Forum, but I bade 
them be -patient. The mills of 
the gods grind slowly, even in 
some of Shakespeare’s plays— 
and, for that matter, in the life 
of nations. 

Our own enchantment and pre- 
occupation with our past grows 
out of restricting horizons and 
the confinement of ‘today’s in- 
dustrial society, which has little 
time for a poem, a landscape, 
a song, and no patience at all 
with a rolling, tumbleweed cow- 
boy life. So, we all retreat to it, 
inf one way or another, in child- 
hood and maturity. 

It is not aifficult to under- 
stand the Russian reaction. The 
idea of a people wearing pistols 
and revolvers as a part of their 
daily costume horrifies any gov- 
ernment. which rules through a 
secret police terror.

Georgia was made richer during 1954 
by 11,250 new industrial jobs and a $28,- 
000,000 addition to the state payrolls. 

The figures, released yesterday by the 
Georgia State Chamber of Commerce, also 
show that 185 new plants were built in 
the state during the year, or additions 
were made to existing plants at a cost of 
approximately $32,250,000. 

The news came on the heels of an ad- 
dress by Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin in 
which he announced that one of the poli- 
cies of his administration would be the 
maintenance of a favorable climate for in- 
dustry. 

The governor-elect pointed out that, 
while the drought cut deeply into the in- 
come of the farmers, state sales tax collec- 
tions nevertheless were higher than in the 
preceding year when the agricultural sit- ' 
uation was better. He concluded, and 
rightly, that the gain in tax collections 
was due to an increase in industrial pay- 
rolls, a deduction that was backed up by 
the state chamber’s figures. 


As the year’nears its end, good business 
news continues to mount. Atlanta mer- 
chants have reported record-breaking 
Christmas business, and the same situa- 
tion is doubtless true in other Georgia 
metropolitan centers. And the latest Dun 
& Bradstreet reports show extraordinary 
gains in the number of new enterprises in 
the Atlanta area. 

The land is the basis of all wealth, 
and what hurts the farmer eventually 
hurts the businessman. Despite this year’s 
drought and lower farm income, the year, 
nevertheless, was good for Georgians in 
general as the sales tax collections prove. 

While the state government faces many 
financial problems, and the future at 
times looks gloomy indeed, the favorable 
industrial climate promised by the gover- 
nor-elect certainly is the long-range solu- 
tion to balancing the budget and at the 
same time providing adequate state sery-

Depth of Democratic Victory 
Emphasizes GOP Weakness 


Final reports and continuing studies of the Nov. .2 election results 
continue to emphasize the depth of a Democratic Victory that was not 


obvious at first glance on Nov. 3. 


V. O. Key Jr., professor of government at Harvard, has now com- 
piled results of state legislative contests. 


He tells of his findings in the 
current New Republic magazine. 
They indicate a solid Democratic 
strength (or serious Républican 
weakness) at the grass roots. 

Outside: of. the South, Democrats 


registered legislative gains ‘in 35 
out of 38 states and territories. 
Over-all results: Democrats gained 
244. (Prof. Key said 545, but that 
was before a recount in one Wis- 
consin assembly district.) They 
lost only six seats. 


In only Nevada and Tennessee 


. did Democrats lose over-all legis- 


lative strength. 


The Democratic legislative gains 
came in a belt across the northern 
edge of the country. It was a belt 
roughly correlating with areas of 
the most unemployment, the dairy 
section and states where party 
leadership is new, aggressive and 
liberal. It was the best year since 
the 1930's for the party in many 
Northern states.

WASHINGTON—The outlook is that the essen- 
tials of President Eisenhower’s legislative pro- 
gram will fare exceptionally well at the hands of 


the new Democratic-controlled Congress. 

The mellow mood which marked the two days of White House con- 
ferences with the party leaders this past week does not, of course, 
méan that there will not be some political stiletto-throwing during 


the coming season. _ 

But there are three factors 
which suggest that the President’s 
relations with Congress will 
better than many forecast. They 
are thése: 

1. The political center of the 
new Congress, regardless of party, 
is very near to the President’s 
own political position. It is mod- 
erate and middle-road. In . con- 
viction and in instinct it stands 
for nearly what Mr. Eisenhower 
stands for. This means that al- 
though we will have a divided gov- 
ernment, the President will have 
a “coalition Congress’ 9n which 
he can count in most critical mat- 
ters. 

2. The President intends to ex- 
pound and advocate his legisla- 
tive proposals to the cougtry more 
vigorously and more equently 
than he has done duri the past 
two years. He aims to generate 
a popular national coalition which 
will give support to the congres- 
sional coalition. 

3. Democratic leaders, particu- 
larily Speaker Sam, Rayburn and 
Senate Majority Leader Lyndon 
Johnson, were impressed at the 
White House meeting with Mr. 
Eisenhower’s ~ determination to 
keep all questions affecting de- 
fense, security, economic aid and 
foreign policy above partisan con- 
siderations. They are genuinely 
convinced of the President’s dedi- 
cation to this purpose.

The contract is secure now re- 
gardless of the location of the 
spade honors. East is known at 
this point to have exactly one 
spade. Declarer, therefore, leads 
a spade toward dummy and when 
West plays the nine he puts up 
the queen. Even tho it loses to the 
king, East is helpless for he has 
nothing but clubs to return. 
Whereupon South ruffs in one 
hand as he discards a spade from 
the other. Observe that the king 
would have fallen on the play 
of a low spade but nothing would 
have been gained. The play of 
the queen assures success re- 
gardless of who has the king. 
Suppose, for example, West held 
the K-J-9. If a low card is played 
from dummy the nine will hold 
and West could cash the king.

Tall Tales 
Of Animals 


It’s a pretty come-off when a full-grown woman sits down 
in the middle of all the pre-Christmas litter and starts reading 
about elephants and monkeys and performing dogs, talking 
horses and playful gorillas. 

I had no intention of being trapped into reading anything 
except Christmas cards until the day after tomorrow—at the 
very least. And it’s all Fred Bailey Thompson's fault that I 
gave way like this. 

Mr. Thompson, you know, is the old circus press agent who 
retired to Clarkston, eschewing elephants and monkeys for 
raising fancy poultry, writing about the circus and visiting 
schools and hospitals and spinning tales for children. 


He came by the other day and brought me a copy of a 
bright-jacketed little beok called, ‘‘Animals Have Tales,’’ which 
he and the Hale Publishing Co., of Hapeville just brought out. 
I set the book aside, thinking maybe I'd give it to one of the 
children for Christmas but with it so handy it was easy to dip 
into while I talked on the phone or waited for an idea to grab 
me by what Muv calls the nap of the neck and the seat of the 
britches. 


As a result I haven’t been able to close it. It’s not so much 
Mr. Thompson's gripping style. He writes ‘ush, adjective-rich 
prose of all circus press-agents, giving nary apology for utter 
unabandoned sentimentality. But the stories he has to, tell are 
circus classics. 

His love affair with Mom, the old elephant who offered him 
friendship and restored his confidence when he was a young 
press agent, suffering bruises to his ego, is a fine tale. Mom 
was such a smart elephant she knew arithmetic and such a 
cut-up she got the circus in trouble by stealing the lunchboxes 
of a crew of railroad workers and hiding them, unopened, in the 
hay. She had a gay bag of tricks which Mr. Thompson relates 
with humor and affection but her death in the great Hagenbeck 
& Wallace railroad wreck, which took the lives of 119 people 
and many animals, is very moving. Her trainer, Pat Murphy, 
was killed in the wreck but.Mom couldn't accept that and she 
took him in her trunk and, although she was bleeding profusely 
herself, she didn’t stop until she found a friend to care for her 
master. 

“When we examined Pat we had to tell her it was too late,” 
Mr. Thompson wrote. “Pat had gotten his final curtain call. 
Both Mom and I knew he had found a special tent up in circus 
heaven when he never again would have to worry about muddy 
lots.”’ 


Mr. Thompson has a chapter on “Yaarab,” his first money 
friend, and one on “‘clowndom’s greatest,’’ including such famous 
clowns as Billy Burke, father of the stage and screen actress, 
Billie Burke, who was married to Flo Ziegfeld. He writes of 
Patrick (Frisky) O’Riley and his daughter, Rose, both clowns. 
He has an especially satisfying little tale to tell of a stray mon- 
grel dog and a cook tent bus boy who formed a partnership and 
became stars of the Big Top. 


Children who have heard Fred Thompson’s stories know the 
truth of the title of his book, “‘Animals Have Tales.’’ But I still 
say it’s a pretty come-off when a full-grown woman can’t put 
down a book full of circus stories. Blame it on the Christmas 
season which makes children out of all of us—more or less.

In Industries Seen 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Is Georgia’s industrial pace slackening? 

Definitely not. 

As a matter of fact, industrial development experts across 
the state predict that 1955 developments will be as good as—if 
not better than—the record level set in 1953. 

So says the Georgia State Chamber of Commerce. 

And if the predictions hold true, it will mean that next year 
Georgia will get at least 270 new or expanded industrial plants 
providing some 15,000 additional jobs with annual payrolls of 
between 40 million and 50 million dollars. 

That’s a far cry from being slack. 

The current vear, however, did not come up to expectations. ' 
It was only ‘‘second best.”’ 

Not that anybody would consider the record bad. 

For during 1954 Georgia boasted 185 new or expanded indus- 
trial plants. 

They boosted statewide employment by providing an addi- 
tional 11,250 jobs, and Georgia’s retail trade and standard of 
living benefited to the tune of 28 million dollars in new payrolls. 

What’s more, the new facilities represent an investment of 
32% million dollars which would have been greater except for 
two factors: 


1. Numerous existing buildings were occupied, thus reducing 
capital investment. 

2. A majority of the new plants are needle trade (textile) 
industries, which have relatively small capital requirements. 

Georgia’s 1954 industrial progress, however, is nonetheless 
impressive. 

Data for the year-end tabulations came from the three power 
companies serving the state, from numerous railroads, banks 
end realtors, and from the state chamber’s industrial depart- 


ment which helps and consolidates local and statewide indus- | 


trial development activities. 
Atianta businessman Ivan Allen Jr., who heads the industrial 
department, said, ‘‘Georgia’s ehcouraging industrial growth is 
principally due to the natural and produced advantages offered 
in our state, but an important boost is given by strong team- 
work and effective cooperation at both state and local levels.” 
Georgia, he pointed out, has 95 local chambers of commerce 
and 58 local industrial financing corporations.

“You can be assured,”’ he said, 
“that were it not for a faith 
that our general ecoffomic 
condition will be on a gentle 
upgrade during the coming 
year, no such expenditure at 
this time would be enter- 
tained.

Federal Security Program Feared 


Danger to College Personnel Choice 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22 — The 
American Council on Education 
said today there was an “ever 
present danger’’ that the govern- 
ment ~would use its security pro- 
gram to dictate the choice of per- 
sonnel in schools and colleges. 

Such a course, the educators’ 
organization said, would ‘drive 
at the heart of intellectual free- 
dom.”’ 

The council’s committee on in- 
stitutional research policy, head- 
ed by President Virgil M, Han- 
cher of the State University of 
Iowa, issued this warning in a 
90-page report. This was based 
on a two-year study of the impact 
of government sponsored re- 
search on colleges and universi- 
ties. 

COLLEGE “SPOKESMAN” 


The study was undertaken fol- 
lowing discussions in annual 
meetings of the council, an organ- 
ization of institutions of higher 
learning and of educators, widely 


regarded as ‘“‘spokesman” for the 


collegiate field. 
A chapter titled ‘‘National Se- 
curity and New Knowledge’ was

“At present there exists among 
officials a tendency to resort, 
when in doubt, to the easy tech- 
niques of declaring materials 
classified,’’ the report said. *“The 
obstruction thus created can be- 
come so numerous and important 
as to dam the broad stream of 
scientific knowledge until it 
ceases to flow.’’
